KING TO LABOR 
FOR THE STATE 


Prison Will Be Be His Home For 
at Least Ten Years 


DOWNFALL OF THE FINANCIER 


He Attributes It to Lawson’s Alleged 
Secret Fighting Against Him—Man 
Who Occupied Palatial Offices and 
Did Extensive Business Disappeared 
and Returned Only to Be Convicted 
on Many Charges 


Boston, Jan. 14.—Cardenio Flavius 
King, former financial agent and 
broker, occupying palatial offices in 
Boston and New York, and for a 
short time publisher of a daily pa- 
per in Boston, was last night sen- 
tenced by Judge Schofield in the su- 
perior criminal court to serve a term 
of not less than ten and not more 
than fourteen years, at hard labor, 
in the state prison, having been con- 
victed in twenty-one counts on the 
charges of larceny, embezzlement and 
securing on false pretences the sum 
of $22,000 from his’ customers. 

The sentence imposed upon King 
followed a most dramatic recital, in 
which King reviewed the story of his 
life, his flight from Boston and his 
travels in London, Paris and Ceylon, 
declaring that he was innocent of 
wrong intent in any of his acts and 
closing by accusing Thomas W. Law- 
son of secretly fighting him and 
bringing him to financial ruin. 

Mrs. King and her two sons sat in- 
side the rail, close to the prisoner, as 
sentence was pronounced. King was 
immediately taken to the Charles 
street jail and then to the Charles- 
town state prison, where he began 
his sentence last night. 

King’s Financial Career 

King began his financial operations 
in Boston late in 1904, when he 
opened extensive offices. Through 
extensive and unique advertising he 
attracted many investors to his of- 
fice and as well did a big business by 
correspondence. Among other offers 
he presented combinations of blocks 
of stock of companies promoted by 
himself, with listed stocks. 

His business increasing, he opened 
even more lavishly furnished offices 
in New York city and early in 1907 
began the publication of the Boston 
Daily Tribune. The New York offices 
failed to pay and the paper was dis- 
continued after it had run for several 
months, having cost its promoter, it 
was claimed, nearly half a million 
dollars.” 

Early in 1908 customers of King 
began making complaints that listed 
stocks for which they had sent him 
money were not forwarded to them. 
Suddenly on Feb. 21, 1908, it was 
announced that King had placed all 
his property and affairs in the hands 
of trustees. A meeting of creditors 
soon followed and King was declared 
a bankrupt and Lee M. Friedman ap- 
pointed trustee by the creditors. An 
investigation showed liabilities of 
$297,881.25 and assets of $13,668.78. 

King in the meantime had disap- 
peared and following an investigation 
by the authorities a warrant was is- 
sued for his arrest. On June 12, 
he appeared at police headquarters 
and surrendered himself. He was 
placed under arrest but 
leased, on securing bail in the sum 
of $25,000. 

His trial began on Dec. 14, the 
charge being in thirty-one counts and 
alleging larceny, embezzlement and 
false pretences. On Dec. 29 King was 
found guilty on twenty-one of the 
counts. Bail was increased to $35,- 
000 and King was released, pending a 
motion for exceptions. Two days 
later he was surrendered by one of 
his bondsmen and, failing to again 
secure proper securities, had been 
in jail until his sentence. 


Carmichael a Suicide 
Carthage, Ills., Jan. 12.—Rev. 
John H. Carmichael, pastor of three 
Methodist churches in and near 
Adair, Mich., confessed slayer of 
Gideon Browning, a neighbor, whom 
he slew with a hatchet and cremat- 
ed last Tuesday night in Rattle Run 
church, committed suicide Monday in 
the toilet room of Miss Miranda 
Hughes’ boarding house by cutting 
his throat with a pocket-knife. 


Police “For Pickpockets and Others” 

Washington, Jan. 14.—The senate 
passed a bill permitting the use of 
the pension office for the inaugural 
ball in connection with the inaugura- 
tion of Mr. Taft. Senator Scott, 
in charge of the measure, explained 
that it contained the usual provision 
for special police, etc., to “provide 
for the pickpockets and others who 
come here on occasions of inaugura- 
tions.”

They Are Fast Springing Up Amico

Messina, Jan. 13.—While  thou- 
bands still are buried under the ruins, 
any signs of the revival of the city 
Bre greeted with enthusiasm by the 
survivors, who are determined that 
Messina shall rise again. A _ fruit 
Merchant, who was the first to re- 
ship yesterday a hundred cases of 
fruit for the Far East, was saluted 
like a hero, while the appearance of 
two cabs on the streets was consid- 
ered an historic event. 

In the meantime, amid the ruins 
of the city, villages of huts are 
springing up. One of these villages 
includes not less than 3000 huts, ex- 
tending for a distance of two miles. 

Three water pipes have been re- 
established, and at night the princi- 
pal streets and squares are illuminat- 
ed. Slight, but frequent, earth 
shocks continue. ‘ 


Extraordinary Indeed 

Reggio, Jan, 13.—An extraordinary 
disinterment took place Tuesday, a 
8-year-old girl being taken from the 
ruins alive and uninjured, after six- 
teen days’ burial. The possibility of 
the girl’s having had nourishment is 
excluded, and it is believed that 
part of the time she was in a cata- 
leptic state. 


Shocks In Austria 

Vienna, Jan, 14.—Slight earth- 
quake shocks were felt Wednesday in 
southern Austria and the Tyrol. 
Among other places where the shocks 
were felt were Triest, Pola and 
Trient. No damage has been re- 
ported. ‘ 


FAVOR BIRD FIGHTING 


Cuban Liberals Will Also Introduce 
Bill For National Lottery 

Havana, Jan. 14.—Bills legalizing 
cock-fighting and the establishment 
of a national lottery will be among 
the first measures before the new 
congress. 

The Liberal party, which has an 
overwhelming majority in both sen- 
ate and house, is said to favor a lot- 
tery, and its members are openly 
announcing that they will rush a 
cock-fighting bill through. 

There was little public interest 
manifested in the gathering of the 
legislators, the purpose of the meet- 
ing being merely to pass upon the 
credentials of members. 


GUILTY OF MURDER 
IN SECOND DEGREE 


Dr. Amesbury Gets Life Sentence 
For Killing His Wife 


Boston, Jan. 12.—Dr. Walter R‘ 
Amesbury of Hyde Park and Milford 
was taken from Dedham to the state 
prison in Charlestown, to begin a life 
sentence for the murder of his wife 
on Christmas day a year ago. 

Amesbury appeared in the Norfolk 
superior court at Dedham, and plead- 
ed guilty of murder in the second de- 
gree. The offense was the shooting 
of his wife, Anna V. Amesbury, 
just prior to the family Christmas 
dinner. 


HUMAN BEINGS AFFECTED 


Startling Facts Concerning the Foot 
and Mouth Disease 
Washington, Jan. 12.—Behind 
closed doors, Secretary Wilson of the 
department of agriculture told the 
house committee on agriculture some 
startling facts about the fight against 
the foot and mouth disease, which 
has existed for several weeks in 
Michigan, Pennsylvania and Mary- 

jand. 

It is believed that human beings 
have developed the disease, if not 
from the serum for vaccination, in 
which the disease is believed to have 
been imported from abroad, then from 
eating meat of diseased cattle. 


OUR SOLDIERS’ HEALTH 


Colonel Torney Assumes the Task of 
Looking After It 

Washington, Jan. 14.—With the 
retirement from active service today 
of Brigadier General Robert M. 
O’Reilly, surgeon general of the 
United States army, Colonel George 
H. Torney assumed the task of look- 
ing after the health of Uncle Sam’s 
soldiers, 

Colonel Torney was born in Mary- 
land June 1, 1850, and became an 
assistant surgeon in the army in 
1875. He was in command of the 
Relief during the Spanish-American 
war and was appointed a deputy sur- 
geon general in 1903.

POISONED BY. 
A PHYSICIAN 


Emperor of China Lost tls 
Life Through Treachery 


L PARTICIPANT REVEALS AL 


Yuan Shi Kai Said to Have Been 
Prime Mover, Fearing. For His Own 
Safety Because of Impending Death 
of Dowager Empress—Execution of 
Responsible Parties Demanded by 
Reform Association 


New York, Jan. 13.—The Chinese 
Reform association, having quarters 
here, received a long cipher cable 
dispatch from Hong Kong, confirm- 
ing the statement that the late em- 
peror of China had met an unnatural 
death. 

The dispatch states that before the 
late empress dowager’s death the 
question of choosing an heir pre- 
sumptive was pending. Yuan 8shi 
Kai strongly urged the dowager 
empress to select the eldest son of 
Prince Ching, but the prince denied 
this request. 

This refusal, and the impending 
death of the dowager empress, led 
Yuan Shi Kai to believe that Emperor 
Kuang Shu soon would regain his 
power and deal summarily with those 
who subordinated him to the empress 
dowager. ~* 

The dispatch states that a Chinese 
physician, a native of the province 
of Fukin, thereupon was commis: 
sioned to put the emperor out of the 
way. role 

The plot was carried out, accord- 
ing to the dispatch, and has since 
been revealed by one of the partici- 
pants, named Ching Sa Een, who has 
made his escape to Japan. 

The foregoing dispach and other 
cipher information received by the 
Chinese Reform association has lod 
them to vigorous action within the 
last few days, and a number of 
cable dispatches have been forwarded 
by them to Prince Chun, Minister 
Rockhill and the Chinese minister 
of war. 

The dispatch to Prince Chun as- 
serts that the emperor was poisoned 
through treachery and asks for the 
summary execution of the responsible 
parties, warning him that otherwise 
people will hold him responsible and 
will revolt. 

The dispatch to Minister Rock- 
hill expresses gratification at the dis- 
missal of Yuan Shi Kai, and asks 
him to have Prince Chun make public 
to the world the charges against Yuan 
Shi Kai. 

The dispatch to the minister of war 
asks him to memoralize the throne 
for summary action against those re- 
sponsible for the emperor’s death. 
warning him of a popular uprising 
unless action is taken. 


PRESIDENCY OF HARVARD 


Professor Lowell Formally Elected by 
the University Corporation 

Boston, Jan. 14.—Professor Ab- 
bott Lawrence Lowell was formally 
elected president of Harvard  uni- 
versity to succeed President Eliot, 
whose resignation will become ef- 
fective in May. 

The election was made by the cor- 
poration and was submitted to the 
board of overseers at a meeting held 
in the university offices in this city, 
and under the rules it will lay over 
one week, when at a special ad- 
journed meeting of the overseers it 
will be formally confirmed.

Austria Will Pay “$10,800, 000 For 
Bosnia and Herzegovina

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An Important(?) Interview 


In an interview with the Ex-Speaker 
of the House of Representatives who 
lives in Andover, the Townsman 
editor has recently learned the fol- 
lowing answers to very many queries 
that have been made during the past 
few months. The Ex-Speaker told the 
editor that he wasn’t going to move 
out of Andover; that whatever busi- 
ness connections might be made, he 
certainly hoped they would not in 
any possible way call him from a 
residence in the best town in the! 
Commonwealth, and an association 
with the largest number of the best 
people in the Commonwealth, to say 
nothing of the very small number of 
the other kind who interest him but 
very little. 

The editor told the Ex-Speaker that 
on his part he didn’t expect to see 
any change in the management of the 
Andover Press, or the Andover 
Townsman, except such change as 
might come from larger interest and 
more strict attention to the affairs 
of this business on the part, of the 
Ex-Speaker. In conversation with 
both the Ex-Speaker and the editor, 
the owner of Boulder-brook Farm 
stated that he had no intention of 
building a mansion on Andover Hill, 
that he did think the fifteen or twenty 
acres of land up in that section might 
be very bing improved if the stone 
walls were fepaired, some decayed 
trees removed, and the whole brought 
under a better condition of cultivation. 
The proprietor of Boulder-brook 
Farm faster said in conversation 
with the Ex-Speaker and the editor 
that he hoped that after many years 
it might be possible to build a modest 
home on the top of Andover Hill 
which would serve as a “home for 
aged” (two in number) and _ their 
children and grandchildren.

If any further light 
is desired, communications addressed 
to the Ex-Speaker, or the editor of 
the Townsman, or the proprietor of 
Boulder-brook Farm, will receive 
prompt attention provided stamps are 
enclosed for the return of the man- 
uscript, or definite personal answer 
if such is desired. 


Town Officials and Their Pay 


There promises to be considerable 
discussion over the suggestion in a 
communication published last week 
that the salaries of town officials 
should be increased in order to securé | 
better service. Most of our readers 
will have sympathy with the commu- 
nication published elsewhere in the 
present issue, and will perhaps go 
even further and suggest that it is 
doubtful if any other town in the 
Commonwealth has a higher grade of 
officials in public life than has our 
own town. 

We shall publish within a week or 
sO some comparative figures showing 
the salaries paid to officials in towns 
corresponding to Andover in size and 
business, and unless we are greatly 
mistaken, it will be found that not 
only is the claim that Andover should 
pay more based upon a wrong theory, 
but in most cases, Andover will be 
found to be paying much more for 
many of her officials than most of the 
other towns in the Commonwealth. 
Perhaps we ought to; perhaps the 
fact that we have better public ser- 
vice justifies such expenditures, but 
there have been several instances in 
the past five years.connected with the 
increase of salaries that will be in- 
teresting to note.

Lecture by Dr. Peabody

Dr, Ament Dead 


News of the death in San Fran- 
cisco of Rev. Dr, Wiliam S, Ament, 
a distinguished missionary of the Am- 
erican Board, stationed at Pekin, was 
received in Andover this week: 

Dr. Ament died on Wednesday, Jan- 
uary 6, at a San Francisco hospital, 
He had suffered in China from a pro- 
tracted and alarming ilness, tumor 
of the brain, and was brought to Am- 
erica for treatment. 

When San Francisco was reached, 
Dr. Ament’s condition was so alarm- 
ing that he was compelled to halt 
for a consultation, 

Dr. Ament had been a missionary 
of the American Board since 1877, 
having served in North China for the 
last 10 years, His name and work was 
brought into especial prominence in 
connection with the Boxer uprising 
in the summer of 1900. He was the 
last to leave the mission compound 
when the Boxer attack came. He was 
among the number shut up in the 
British legation at that time, he him- 
self rendered important service in the 
defence plans. 

After the seige was raised Dr. 
Ament devoted all his energies to the 
reorganization of the scattered Chris- 
tians.

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FAMOUS LONDON TREE indies the 


Apple Tree 


The Cause of Several Hard 
Fought Legal Battles. 


iTS SITE WORTH MILLIONS. 


But the Lawyers Never Have Been 
Able to Break Through the Phalanx 
of Legal Enactments That Preserve 
the Old Landmark in Cheapside. 


There is a tree in Cheapside, Lon- 
don, that may be described as the 
Most expensive of its kind on earth. 
If five dollar gold pieces filled the entire 
trunk and five dollar bills fluttered in 
place of every one of the leaves it 
would not buy the terra firma it occu- 
pies, for the land on which it stands, 
the northwest corner of Wood street 
and Cheapside, is worth $4,500,000 an 
acre. The tree has stood on the spot 
for more than 200 years, while its site 
has augmented in value to almost fab- 
ulous proportions. ‘ 

There have been several hard fought 
lawsuits over this plot of ground, the 
fight having been carried even to the 
house of lords. But so far the lawyers 
never have been able to break through 


the phalanx of legal enactments which 


preserve the tree. In the first place, 
there is a law in England which pro- 
hibits builders from putting up a 
structure which shall keep out ~the 
light from windows which bear the 
mysterious words “ancient lights.” 
This tree in Cheapside literally is sur- 
rounded by a number of “ancient 
‘ights” proprietors whose consent nev- 
er has been obtained when it came 
to cutting down the tree and putting 
a modern structure on its site. For 
the same reason the storekeeper who 
rents the tiny two story structure on 
the corner just in front of the tree 
never has been able to put his build- 
ing up beyond its present height. 

Some years ago one builder, who 
thought himself more “cute” than the- 
others, started to take the law into his 
own hands and put up a building, 
thinking to. “arrange” with the owners 
of the “ancient lights” afterward. But 
he was met with a perfect shower 
of injunctions, proceedings, writs and 
indictments, more than would have 
covered the tree in its full spring 
bloom, and it is said he never has been 
able to pay the thousands of dollars of 
law costs which his little experiment 
resulted in. 

A few years ago some gardeners 
were ordered to lop off certain limbs of 
the tree which hung over Cheapside. 
It was done really to save the life of 
the tree and with the consent of the 
parish clerk and churchwardens of St. 
Peter’s, Cheapside, the ancient little 
Norman church in Foster lane, near by, 
who guard this tree from the vandals’ 
clutches. When the men began to 
work on the tree, however, it created 
a big sensation in Cheapside. “They 
are chopping down our tree,” went up 
from a thousand angry throats in the 
district. Policemen were called, and 
doubtless there would have been an- 
other shower of writs, injunctions and 
proceedings had not the minister of 
the parish explained the real reason 
for the lopping operations, 

Another almost impassable barrier 
which protects the tree in its position 
is the fact that it grows in sacred 
ground. There is a law in London that 
no building can be erected on sacred 
ground without special act of parlia- 
ment, and woe betide the unhappy 
man who dares to put up even a shan- 
ty within the sacred precincts of a 
graveyard in England. 

This particular corner of Cheapside 
has been immortalized by Words- 
worth: 

At the corner of Wood street when day- 
light appears 

There’s a thrush that sings aloud; it has 
sung for three years. 

This bird was wont to perch in the 
now famous tree, and it attracted the 
attention of Wordsworth, who used to 
breakfast in a little shop near by. As 
far back as the year 1392—just a hun- 
dred years before Mr. Columbus dis- 
covered America—another tree stood 
in this graveyard and is spoken of by 
Chaucer: 

That whosoever ploynes it away, 
He shall have Chrystis’ curse for aye. 

The tree is therefore a direct de- 
scendant of perhaps the oldest tree on 
record in England, and it may almost 
be described as an English institution. 

This particular portion of Cheapside 
is back of the general postoffice and 
is one of the finest pieces of real es- 
tate in the world. With the tremen- 
dous difficulties that stand in the way 
of its being built over—the sanctity of 
the land itself and the power of the 
“ancient lights” statute—it is prob- 
able that this piece of ground will re- 
main “unimproved” for another cen- 
tury or two. In a recent interview the 
manager of the real estate agents who 
control nearly all the land in the dis- 
trict declared that “the old tree in 
Cheapside occupies a position which is 
likely never be built upon.” There 
would be a perfect how! of execration 
from all sides if any one were to at- 
tempt to put up a modern building 
there, for Wood street itself is so 
narrow that the people on both sides 

of the street have a right to claim 
“ancient lights,” and the builder who 
went in for improving this property 
would have to “square” so many peo- 

@le that he would never be able to get 

any profit out of the building.—New 

York Press.

HOURS IN SADDLE 


Roosevelt Rides Ninety-Eight 
Miles Over t Virgin Roads 


AN OBJECT LESSON TO GRITICS 


—_—— — 


Physical Test of Army and Navy Of- 
ficers, Who Are Supposed to Be 
Always In Best of Physical Condi- 
tion, Outdone by President—Thirty 
Miles of the Journey In Sleet and 
Rain—Returns In Fine Condition 


Washington, Jan. 14.—President 
Roosevelt rode ninety-eight miles on 
horseback yesterday, and when he 
dismounted last night at the White 
House door, more than seventeen 
hours after having departed there- 
from, he did not show any marked 
signs of weariness. 

The object of his long day in the 
saddle, he explained to a representa- 
tive of The Associated Press after 
his return, was to “prove to the 
critics who have found fault with the 
recent order requiring all army and 
navy officers to take a physical test, 
that if a president who is not in train- 
ing can ride ninety miles plus in one 
day without being laid up in bed 
thereby, it should not be too much to 
ask the men who are supposed to be 
in the best of physical training all 
the time, to ride ninety miles in three 
days.” 

Mounting his faithful rider and 
jumper “Roswell” in front of the 
White House door at 3:30 o’clock in 
the morning, the president § dis- 
mounted at the same place at 8:40 

o’clock last night. The journey was 
to Warrenton, Va., and back. ‘ And 
Virginia roads in the winter time,” 
said the president, “are not usually 
in the best condition.” 

With the president were Dr. Rixey, 
surgeon general of the navy; Dr. 
Grayson and Captain Butt, one of the 
president’s aides. 

On the return trip the last thirty 
miles of the journey were made in 
sleet and rain, while the last fifteen 
miles were in almost pitch darkness. 
When the president dismounted his 
coat and hat were frozen stiff with 
sleet and ice. 

Four Relays of Horses 

There were four relays of horses, 
the first stage of the journey out and 
the last in being made by the presi- 
dent on “Roswell;” the second out and 
the third in being on “Georgia,” 
while the other two were on army 
horses which the president had never 
before mounted. 

Both the outward and the return 
trip lay through Fairfax Court House 
to Warrenton. Arriving at the lat- 
ter place about 11 o’clock, where the 
president’s coming had been heralded 
before his arrival, he was greeted 
by a gathering of citizens and school- 
children, to whom he spoke a few 
words of greeting. They took lunch- 
eon at the Warren Green Hotel. 

In less than an hour after return- 
ing to the White House the president 
had changed his ice-coated clothing 
for evening dress and appeared in the 
dining room, ready for as hearty a 
meal as he has eaten for a long time.

Cheese Toast 


On slices of white bread spread a 
mixture of butter into which is mixed 
as much grated cheese as it will take, 
seasoned with salt. and red pepper; 
brown in oven and serve warm. 


Meat Pie 


Take your cold meat left overs and 
put through a chopper with an. onion 
or celery, which you prefer. Put the 
mixture in a saucepan with a little 
water or gravy, and salt and pepper 
to taste. Make a rich puff paste, 
with which line a dish. ut in the 
hash, leaving part of the gravy. When 
ready to serve, cut a round piece out 
of the center of cover, into which 
pour the remaining gravy and re- 
place the piece. 


Apple Fritters 


One cup flour, 1 1-2 level teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, 2 level table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, two-thirds cup 
of milk, 1 egg well beaten, 2 medium- 
sized apples cut into small, thin slices. 
Sift together with flour, baking pow- 
der and sugar, add gradually the milk, 
then the egg. Beat well and stir in 
the apple. Drop. by: spoonfuls. into 
deep, hot fat. Drain on brown paper 
and serve with maple syrup or a sweet 
sauce. 


Boiled Fowl 


Dress, clean and truss a 4 pound 
fowl and tie it in a piece of cheese 
cloth to prevent the scum from set- 
tling and discoloring the skin. Place 
a trivet in the kettle, or, if one is not 
at hand, a tin cover will do nicely. 
Place the fowl] on this, half surround 
ed with boilin 
and cook slowly until tender, turning ! 
occasionally. When nearly done add | 
salt and pepper, if desired. Serve | 
with celery sauce. Reserve the stock 
(water in which the fowl was cooked) 
for soup for another day. 


Walnut Coffee Cake 


One-half cup butter, one cup sugar, 
one-half cup strong coffee infusion, 
one and three-fourths cups flour, two 
and one-half level teaspoons baking 
powder, whites three eggs, one cup 
walnut meats broken in pieces. 

Cream the butter, add gradually 
the sugar; then the coffee and the 
flour sifted with the baking powder. 
Beat well and add the egg whites bea- 
ten stiff, then the nut méats. Beat 
again and bake in a shallow pan in 
a moderate oven for forty-five min- 
utes. When.cool covér with frosting. 


Pressed Veal 


Boil two and one-half pounds of 
lean veal off the leg (and the bone) 
till tender, then grind it through a 
food chopper. Add three crackers 
rolled into crumbs, one onion chopped 
fine, half of a red pepper (omit the 
seeds), add a little salt and a little 
chopped parsley; boil the juice and 
the bone fifteen minutes longer till 
you have half a pint of juice, then 
add it to the meat. Put into a mold 
and press it down with a weight. Be- 
fore putting in mold lay hard-boiled 
eggs, sliced, in the bottom of the 
mold and sides and strips of red pep- 
per, and form into a design in the 
bottom of mold.

At last England has done the hand- 
some thing by us in sending to Boston 
Fannie Ward with her beauty, her 
Americanisms and her talent in full
